For centuries children in all parts of the world have 
known and loved the fabulous old dame, Mother 
Goose. Her family is counted by the tens of thou- 
sands, for all children are her children. Indeed, who 
has not enjoyed the quaint jingles attributed to this 
plump and chuckling old lady! She is thought of as 
the genial, fun-loving, nimble-witted, and benevolent 
companion of childhood. 

Because Mother Goose rlHymes are themselves age- 
less and timeless, she, as a legendary character, like- 
wise steps out of the centuries as a droll mixture of 
many fashions and witticisms. It is said that in 1697, 
Charles Perrault, a prominent French scholar, pub- 
lished a book containing eight fairy tales which he 
called, ‘‘Tales of My Mother Goose.’’ The frontis- 
piece pictured an old woman busy at a spinning wheel, 
telling tales to a small group of listeners who gave 
rapt attention. This is the first authentic reference to 
Mother Goose in printed form, but her astonishing 
stories had apparently long been recounted—some say 
as far back as Charlemagne’s time in the sixth century. 

Mother Goose has been almost synonymous with 
nursery rhymes since John Newbery, a London pub- 
lisher, issued a book called, ‘Mother Goose's Melody; 
or Sonnets for the Cradle,’ about 1760, containing 
rhymes, songs, lullabies, and excerpts from Shake- 
speare. Since that time not only have these rhymes and 


songs been learned by word of mouth almost before 
children left their mother’s knee, but countless printed 
collections have appeared in almost every country. 
The language of Mother Goose is almost a universal 
language. 

Although most rhymes are related to incidents and 
scenes common to childhood, some of them contain 
sly insinuations of historical events. Their fascina- 
tion can be traced to these qualities—irresistible 
rhythm, jingling words which rhyme, ludicrous or 
incongruous surprises, humor and nonsense, dramatic 
action, repetition, reference to the familiar, and 
imaginative flights of fancy. 

Many of the nursery rhymes which are included in 
this album were set to music by J. W. Elliott, an 
Englishman who seemed to sense the simplicity and 
directness which melodies for Mother Goose rhymes 
must possess. Some melodies are traditional and no 
one knows from whence they came. All of them are 
the familiar tunes which children will know. 

“The Frog He Would a-Wooing Go" is an old 
English popular song of the sixteenth century which 
eventually became a part of the accepted nursery 
thyme collections.

Indeed, who 
has not enjoyed the quaint jingles attributed to this 
plump and chuckling old lady! She is thought of as 
the genial, fun-loving, nimble-witted, and benevolent 
companion of childhood. 

Because Mother Goose rltymes are themselves age- 
less and timeless, she, as a legendary character, like- 
wise steps out of the centuries as a droll mixture of 
many fashions and witticisms. It is said that in 1697, 
Charles Perrault, a prominent French scholar, pub- 
lished a book containing eight fairy tales which he 
called, ‘‘Tales of My Mother Goose."’ The frontis- 
piece pictured an old woman busy at a spinning wheel, 
telling tales to a small group of listeners who gave 
rapt attention. This is the first authentic reference to 
Mother Goose in printed form, but her astonishing 
stories had apparently long been recounted—some say 
as far back as Charlemagne’s time in the sixth century. 

Mother Goose has been almost synonymous with 
nursery rhymes since John Newbery, a London pub- 
lisher, issued a book called, ‘‘Mother Goose's Melody; 
or Sonnets for the Cradle,’ about 1760, containing 
rhymes, songs, lullabies, and excerpts from Shake- 
speare. Since that time not only have these rhymes and 


songs been learned by word of mouth almost before 
children left their mother’s knee, but countless printed 
collections have appeared in almost every country. 
The language of Mother Goose is almost a universal 
language. 

Although most rhymes are related to incidents and 
scenes common to childhood, some of them contain 
sly insinuations of historical events. Their fascina- 
tion can be traced to these qualities—irresistible 
rhythm, jingling words which rhyme, ludicrous or 
incongruous surprises, humor and nonsense, dramatic 
action, repetition, reference to the familiar, and 
imaginative flights of fancy. 

Many of the nursery rhymes which are included in 
this album were set to music by J. W. Elliott, an 
Englishman who seemed to sense the simplicity and 
directness which melodies for Mother Goose rhymes 
must possess. Some melodies are traditional and no 
one knows from whence they came. All of them are 
the familiar tunes which children will know. 

“The Frog He Would a-Wooing Go" is an old 
English popular song of the sixteenth century which 
eventually became a part of the accepted nursery 
thyme collections. It is probable that ““The Tailor 
and the Mouse’’ and ‘‘The Frog and the Mouse”’ 
sprang from a similar origin.
